We are tempted at times to question 
the practical value of the Convocational 
system. Local attendance hardly seems 
great enough to justify the effort of the 
Bishops and other Church leaders to 
dedicate a complete week to these group 
meetings. We would seem to be espec- 
ially vulnerable in the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia where we have organized two new 
convocations in recent years, the latter 
since my last report in the Pacific 
Churchman. It is very easy to criticize 
what we habitually neglect, and to scold those who are inter- 
ested, for failure to secure results when the corporate absence 
of many makes such achievement impossible or at least very 
difficult. 

The function of the Convocation is clear and potentially of 
great value. It lifts those who attend loyally out of their 
parochial cocoon, broadening the area of Christian fellowship 
and making possible the application of the strength of the 
entire group to local needs, especially in new and struggling 
missionary work. The Convocation can well serve as a “Com- 
mission on Missions” for their designated area, revealing to 
the authorities of the Diocese opportunities and challenges 
which it is difficult indeed to discover and evaluate from the 
ivory tower of the Diocesan office in San Francisco. The Con- 
vocation, furthermore, can develop and promote liaison be- 
tween the departments of the Diocesan Council and the local 
parishes and missions so that the services of the Bishops and 
other Church leaders can be dedicated to specific areas of 
need and development. Already we have been greatly aided 
by surveys conducted at the convocational level, establishing a 
basis of legitimate hope for the erection of new missions that

It was pleasant for the Diocese to 
entertain the Synod of the Province 
once again from May 7-9, and in many 
Ways it was one of the best meetings 
we have had, both from the point of 
view of fellowship and the furtherance 
of the work of the church in the Prov- 
ince. There were twelve bishops present 
and representatives from all our juris- 
dictions with the exception of the Phil- 
ippines. 

On May 5 I confirmed a class at St. 
Aidan’s in San Francisco. This is a beautiful church, espec- 
ially in the interior, and I was happy to find that a new hall 
for receptions and fellowship had been made available by the 
men. In the afternoon it was good to return once again to 
St. Mary the Virgin to confirm another large class. The growth 
and development of St. Mary’s has done much to strengthen 
the life of the church in San Francisco. 

The following week found me at St. Paul's, Burlingame. 
The church was filled to overflowing and the Rev. Francis

St. Opens New Hospital Wing, 
Increases Surgical, X-Ray Facilities 


A large group of friends and benefac- 
tors was on hand on Tuesday, July 23, 
to attend the grand opening of the new 
wing at St. Luke’s Hospital, San Francisco, 
the only such church-related institution in 
the Diocese of California. Described by 
~ Superintendent Joseph Zem as “probably 
the most significant building addition we 
have ever had,” the new wing includes 
surgery and x-ray wings as well as a 36- 
bed pediatric ward. Construction costs 
were more than one million dollars. 


Officiating at the dedication was Bishop 
Block, assisted by Bishop Shires and the 
Rev. Frederick Lattimore, part-time chap- 
lain to the hospital.. The dedication serv- 
ices were followed by an “open house” 
which continued through Wednesday and 
Thursday, concluding with graduation of 
the 1957 class of nurses on Friday. 


Superintendent Zem pointed out that 
the new wing was built almost exclu- 
sively by public subscription, the notable 
exception being one large gift of $109,000 
from the Ford Foundation. Addition of 


the new wing makes St. Luke’s one of the 
largest and most up-to-date hospitals in 
the entire San Francisco Bay area. 

The ground floor of the new wing con- 
tains a modern medical library dedicated 
to the memory of Dr. Francis T. Hodges, 
who was active in diocesan life until his 
tragic death in a swimming pool accident. 
Funds for this were contributed by his 
friends and colleagues. Also on the ground 
floor are the new and enlarged medical 
record library for the processing, indexing 
and storage of medical records, a secre- 
tarial pool, and central dictation booths. 
A new doctors’ lounge with outdoor patio 
and special electronic registry board com- 
pletes the layout of the wing at ground 
level. 

First Floor 


The first floor, which corresponds to

the main floor of the old hospital, in- : 
cludes the Katharine and Harry Babcock 
Memorial ward, with 12 beds for juvenile 
surgery patients. It was given by Mrs. 
Thomas Howe. Also on this floor is the 
Pope ward, dedicated to the memory of 
the Pope family which was responsible 
for the construction of the first children’s 
ward at St. Luke’s Hospital. It includes 23 
medical beds for small children. All of 
the equipment necessary to furnish the. . 
children’s floor, at a cost of more than 
$30,000, has been donated by the Wom- 
en’s Auxiliary to St. Luke’s, which raised 
the funds through its annual Musee de 
Noel, and in other ways. 


Second floor of the new wing, 
known as the surgery floor, includes 
six major operating suites, of which 
five will be presently completed. One 
suite is being deliberately left unfin- 
ished in order that latest refinements 
in operating-room equipment may 
be incorporated at a later date. In

these rooms are a number of major 
surgical innovations, including the 
following : 


An “ultra-sonic” instrument cleaner, 
the only one in the western United 
States. It cuts cleaning time of instru- 
ments from one hour to two minutes, 
and renders the instruments approxi- 
mately four times cleaner than any known 
hand method. It was purchased at a cost 
of $12,000 with funds provided by the 
Madison Foundation. 


A new operating room light with built- 
in camera to permit safe operative pho- 
tography. Composed of nine lights in one 
frame, together with the camera and strob- 
oscopic lights, it cost $2,500. 

A special surgical room to be known 
as the Whitney Warren surgery. It has a 
special viewing room with inter-connect- 
ing conduit for the use of electronic de- 
vices without danger to the patient, and 
a special dual-light for heart, brain, and 
other complex surgery. 

The “Lo Boom” which is used 
throughout, a special method of providing 
oxygen, nitrous oxide, vacuum and com- 
pressed air. This boom will keep operat- 
ing floors entirely clear of cables, hoses, 
and other equipment which is present in 
old-style operating rooms. 

Flash sterilizers, which reduce instru- 
ment sterilization time from twenty to 
three minutes. 


Complete air-conditioning throughout 
the floor, with no outside windows what- 
soever, enabling exact control of tempera- 
ture and humidity. 

An electronic inter-communication sys- 
tem which permits an operating surgeon 
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Miss Noel Hurd, student nurse, brings medications to the bedside of little Vincent Zem in 
children’s medical ward at St. Luke's. Vincent is the son of hospital superintendent J 
Mrs. Zem 


to speak with the surgical office without 
leaving the patient's side. 

Donors for this floor include Helene 
and Paul Fagan, Whitney Warren, the 
Madison Foundation, and the memorial 
fund for Dr. Alanson Weeks, late chief of 
the surgical division of St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital. Other donors are the Dr. Harry M. 
Sherman Memorial Fund, which will pro- 
vide one of the surgeries. 


X-Ray Department 


On the third floor of the new addi- 
tion is the X-ray department, which 
includes facilities for “deep therapy” 
X-ray, and will be provided with 
more than $100,000 in new equip- 
ment, provided by the Ford Founda- 
tion. The new equipment will double 
the present capacity of the hospital’s 
X-ray department. This department 
will include two radiographic rooms, 
two fluoroscopic rooms, two cysto- 
scopic rooms, one therapy 
room, and one special procedure 
room. 


St. Luke’s Hospital was originally 
founded by the Rev. Thomas W. Brother- 
ton, M.D., who came to California from 
Maryland in 1849, and was active in the 
diocese for many years. Original dona- 
tion of hospital funds is said to have come 
from a woman whom Dr. Brotherton met 
on the street car, and spoke to of his 
plans. The story is told that she immedi- 
ately reached into her purse and gave him 
a five-dollar gold piece, which became the

Meetings Planned 


Series of meetings to acquaint individ- 
ual parishes and missions with the 1957 
Every Member Canvass materials and to 
assist them in promotion techniques has 
been announced by the Department of 
Promotion through Canon Richard By- 
field, director, and the Rev. James P. Shaw, 
director of special services. 


Mote extensive than in recent years, the 
meetings will include an afternoon-long 
session for the clergy, as well as evening 
meetings for laymen who will serve as 
canvass chairmen and canvassers. 


Guidance of the meetings will be given 
by the Rev. Mr. Shaw, who, as director of 
the newly-formed division of special serv- 
ices of the department, has primary re- 
sponsibility in this field. “Successful 
church support depends upon an attitude 
of stewardship on the part of the indi- 
vidual church member—but it also de- 
mands promotional techniques on the part 
of the various churches,” Mr. Shaw said. 
“An attempt to combine the two aspects 
of the picture will be made at our fall 
meetings.” 


Purpose of the afternoon clergy meet- 


ings will be to acquaint the clergy of the’ 


diocese with the projected work of the 
department, particularly in regard to its 
long-range program of stewardship. The 
meetings will be discussional in nature, 
and will give some opportunity to the 
clergy attending to analyze their own par- 
ishes in these terms. 


Evening meetings, of the more tradi- 
tional type, will be devoted to the training 
of canvassers in the use of this year’s 
materials, and in more effective canvassing, 
not only for funds, but for general church 
support. 

Tentative schedule for the meetings is 
as follows: September 24, Convocation of 
San Luis Obispo, St. Stephen’s Church, 
San Luis Obispo; September 25, Convoca- 
tion of Monterey, St. James’ Church, 
Monterey; September 26, Southern San 
Jose Convocation, St. Francis’ Church, San 
Jose; September 27, Northern San Jose 
and San Francisco Convocations, Trinity 
Church, San Francisco; September 30, 
Marin Convocation, St. Paul's Church, San 
Rafael; and October 1, Oakland Convoca- 
tion, St. Mark’s Church, Berkeley. Clergy 
meetings will be from 1 to 5 p.m., and 
evening meetings will run from 8 p.m. 
until 10.

St. Francis’, Willow Glen, Holds 
Ground-Breaking for New Church 


Groundbreaking ceremony for the new 
St. Francis’ church in Willow Glen, San 
Jose, on Saturday afternoon, June 1, was 
witnessed by a congregation of 270 adults 
and young people, including ten clergy 
from neighboring parishes and missions. 
Bishop Block was the officiant. 

Prior to the groundbreaking, the serv- 
ice of Evening Prayer was conducted in 
McNaught Hall by the Rev. Bertram F. 
Bliel, vicar of St. Andrew's Church, Ben 
Lomond. The Rev. Mr. Bliel was the first 
rector of St. Francis’, serving from 1945 to 
1951. Assisting in the service were the 
Rev. Stanley Clapham, rector of St. Luke's, 
Los Gatos, as psalmist, and the Rev. Wil- 
liam T. Halstead, vicar of St. Edward's 
Mission, Cambrian Park, reading the les- 
son. Others participating in the service 
were: the Rev. William B. Murdock, rec- 
tor of Trinity Church, San Jose, as Master 
of Ceremonies; the Rev. Stuart N. Ander- 


son, Assistant at Trinity Church, San Jose, 
as the Bishop’s Chaplain; the Rev. Fred- 
erick W. Daglish, rector of St. Stephen's 
Church, Gilroy, and Dean of the San Jose 
Convocation; the Rev. David Todd Gill- 
mor, Los Gatos, and the Rev. A. E. Martyr, 
Campbell. The Rev. Dr. Mark Rifenbark, 
rector emeritus of Trinity Church, San 
Jose, gave the sermon. 

Following the service in the parish hall, 


a procession of the Primary Choir, Junior 


Choir and Church Choir, together with 
clergy, acolytes and congregation, went to 
the site of the new church on the front of 
the property, where Bishop Block broke 
ground. 

Construction of the new edifice will 
mark the completion of a building pro- 
gram started in 1948 when the present 
chapel was built as the first unit on the 
property. In 1952 an office unit and eight

The new priest is 
the Rev. William Philip Pearce, assistant 
at St. Matthew's, San Mateo. Ordained 
deacon were: the Rev. James P. Shaw, to 
work in the Department of Promotion; 
the Rev. Edwin S. S. Sunderland, Jr., to 
be assistant at St. Luke’s, San Francisco; 
the Rev. Robert Tsu, to be assistant at 
St. Paul’s, Walnut Creek; the Rev. Michael 
Masao Tsuda, ordained for the presiding 
Bishop of Nippon Seikokwai, to work in 
Japan; and the Rev. Henry P. King, Jr., 
to be assistant at St. Paul’s, San Rafael. 


Ordination service for Fr. Pearce was 
on June 29 at the Church in San Mateo. 
Presentor was the Rev. Lesley Wilder, 
rector, while the sermon was given by the 
Rev. Robert S. Morse, chaplain at the 
University of California. Bishop’s chap- 
lain was the Rev. John Fredericks of St. 
Peter's, Redwood City; litanist was the 
Rev. J. Henry Thomas, locum tenens at 
Holy Trinity, Menlo Park, and the preface 
was read by the Rev. William Stevens of 
St. Luke’s, San Francisco. Epistoler was 
the Rev. John Easton of St. Matthew's, 


San Mateo, and Gospeler was the Rev. A. 
L. Hemenway .of Good Samaritan, San 
Francisco. The new priest has served as 
assistant at St. Matthew's since his ordina- 
tion to the Diaconate last fall. 

The Rev. Messrs. Shaw, Sunderland, Tsu 
and Tsuda were ordained at a service at 
Grace Cathedral on June 30. Each ordi- 
nand had his own presentor: Shaw was 
presented by the Rev. Canon Richard By- 
field; Sunderland by the Rev. Carl Tam- 
blyn; Tsu by the Rev. John Powell; and 
Tsuda by the Rev. Joseph Tsukamoto. 
Preacher at the service was the Rt. Rev.

Teacher Training 
Meetings Scheduled 


Plans for a diocesan-wide series of meet- 
ings on methods of training Church School 
teachers have been announced by the De- 
partment of Christian Education, through 
its director, Canon Richard Byfield. The 
meetings, which will begin in early Sep- 
tember, will be held quarterly throughout 
the year, the department has announced. 


“The department feels,’ Canon Byfield 
said, “that in nearly every parish and mis- 
sion, the clergyman will in fact be respon- 
sible, either directly or indirectly, for the 
training of teachers. Most of us have not 
had specific preparation for this work. 
The aim of the department in this series 
of meetings will be to help the clergy to 
prepare themselves to assume this respon- 
sibility, and to carry it out in an effective 
manner.” 


Stressing that the sessions will not be 
specifically related to material published 
by the Seabury Press, the so-called “new 
curriculum,” Canon Byfield pointed out 
that methods of training teachers vary 
only slightly regardless of which courses 
are being used. “We feel that the methods 
the department is recommending are valid 
for any Church School course now being 
used in the diocese,” the director said. 


In stressing that the conferences are 
open only to clergy and professional direc- 
tors of religious education, Canon Byfield 
pointed out that this is only the imple- 
mentation of the situation that already 
exists in the parishes. “While there are 
some notable exceptions,’ he said, “in 
nearly every case effective teacher train- 
ing is being carried out largely by the 
clergy and salaried staff. We feel that the 
department can, therefore, be of most 
value to the churches in the ‘training of 
trainers.” 

Tentative schedules for the first series 
of meetings were as follows: Convocation 
of Monterey, September 17, St. Mary’s 
Church, Pacific Grove; Southern San Jose 
Convocation area, September 6, St. 
Mark's Church, Palo Alto; Northern San 
Jose Convocation area and San Francisco 
Convocation, September 12, St. Francis’ 
Church, San Francisco; Marin Convoca- 
tion, September 13, St. John’s Church, 
Ross; and Oakland Convocation, Septem- 
ber 16, St. Clement’s Church, Berkeley. 
All meetings will be from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. 


Since all of these dates had not been 
confirmed at the Churchman’s press time, 
clergy will be notified by direct mail if 
any changes are to be involved. 
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Saratoga Mission 
Work Under Way 


Announcement of the beginning of new 
mission work at Saratoga, near San Jose, 
was made this summer by the Bishop's 
office. The work is in a sense a revival, 
since work was undertaken there many 
years ago, but, so far as the present con- 
gregation is concerned, it will be new 
missionary work. 

Appointed by the Bishop to begin the 
mission, which was organized in late June, 
was the Rev. Roy W. Strasburger of San 
Antonio, Texas, who took over his new 
duties July 15. 

According to Bishop Block, initiative 
for the work at Saratoga came from the 
prospective parishioners themselves, who 
gathered a large list of names of people 
who will unite with the congregation, 
and then petitioned the Diocese for mis- 
sion status. While this is normal canoni- 
cal procedure, the Bishop pointed out, it 
is somewhat unusual in this Diocese which 
has followed the policy of taking mission- 
ary work to whatever points have seemed 
to offer likely prospects. 

While plans for the new mission were 
still somewhat undecided at press time, 
first order of business was to procure land 
and a vicarage; it is anticipated that a 
fund campaign for this purpose will be

The Good Samaritan Story 


Jimmy B. concentrated, as hard as a 
little boy could, on a pile of rags and 
paper that lay in the middle of the room. 
He thrust a small hand in a pocket of his 
jeans and came up with a kitchen match. 
He struck the match against the wooden 
floor but it failed to light. He tried again, 
this time against the leg of a chair, but 
still it wouldn't light. Looking around the 
room, his eye caught the olive-drab metal 
waste basket in the corner and he walked 
toward it. Suddenly he stopped. For in his 
path stood his leader, Napoleon Triplett. 
Smiling down at him, Mr. Triplett said, 
“Jimmy, I'm surprised at you. Don't you 
know how to light a match? Here, I'll 
show you.” Taking the match from the 
boy's hand, he struck it against a burner 
on the stove and blew it out. Then, taking 
the boy by the hand, he drew him close 
and asked softly, “Now tell me, Jimmy, 
why did you want to set the Center on fire?” 

The Center that the timely arrival of 
the group leader saved from burning is 
the G Samaritan Community Center, 
located at 1290 Potrero Avenue in the 
East Mission District of San Francisco. 
Although sponsored by the Episcopal Dio- 
cese of California, the Center is operated 
on a non-sectarian basis. It is also affili- 
ated with the United Community Fund of 
San Francisco and is supported primarily 
by the funds it receives through the 
United Bay Area Crusade.

The only requirement for membership 
in the Center is the payment of the three- 
dollar membership fee. San Francisco 
prides itself on being a cosmopolitan city, 
SO it seems very natural that every race 
and almost every nation is represented on 
the membership rolls. 

Among the most popular activities at 
the Center are the club groups. These are 
friendship groups that are formed simply 
because the members like each other. 
Equally important to the Center are the 
special interest groups. As the name sug- 
gests, these are organized around a hobby 
individuals have in common. Another as- 
pect of Center activity is the use of its 
facilities by various civic groups. For 
example, the Board of Education uses the 
building for English and Citizenship 
classes every morning, afternoon and eve- 
ning Monday through Friday. Approxi- 
mately 45 groups in all meet monthly in 
the Center. Even the “non-joiner” is given 
a break at Good Samaritan. For him or 
her there are the “Drop-in” afternoons 
and nights. On these, people are on their 
own. During the evening they can play 
cards; they can shoot a game of pool; they 
can just chat with their neighbors; or do 
whatever else they want to do, always, 
however, under supervision. Slightly dif- 
ferent activities are available afternoons. 

But perhaps the heart of the Center 
program is its emphasis on fun for the

entire family. An incident that occurred 
recently illustrates this point. 

The family had just finished supper and 
Dad was just about to turn on the TV 
to watch a popular comedy show when 
Patricia, the youngest member of the fam- 
ily, said, “Oh, Daddy, can’t we go to Good 
Samaritan instead?” One of the most 
popular of these family features is the 
“Pot-Luck” evenings. On those nights, 
each family brings a dish for the supper, 
which is then eaten in common. After 
the meal, there is folk-dancing for the 
entire family, party games and group 
singing. There is always a crowd for these 
affairs and everyone has a good time. 
More important, they help to create a 
warm and friendly atmosphere which is 
sometimes lost in the routine of family 
life; especially in overcrowded quarters. 


San Francisco is one of the few cities 
in this young and growing State that has 
a past to look back on. The Center is 
proud to be a part of that past. Even 
before 1906, the Center was a part of the 
community life of San Francisco. It was 
founded in 1894, under the name of Good 
Samaritan Mission. The original location 
was on Second Street near Folsom. 


The great leader almost from the be- 
ginning was Canon William I. Kip, III, 
who has given his name to another neigh- 
borhood center here. In 1906, the great 
earthquake and fire leveled the Mission 
House and a temporary building was 
erected. Four years later, the Center moved 
to the new and larger quarters that it 
occupies today. 

In 1922 the Center established itself 
independently of the Mission and helped 
to form the brand new Community Chest. 
Its first allocation from the Chest was 
only $1,500! 

Besides providing fun, the Center tries 
to help the children and teen-agers to ad- 
just more easily to their peers. A good 
example is Katherine P. 


Katherine is a plump, a too-plump, 
nine-year-old girl with long, stringy hair 
and glasses. Since she is an only child, it 
was no surprise to find out that she was 
spoiled. When she got her way, she 
boasted about it and became quite ob- 
noxious. When she didn’t get her way, 
she cried and became quite obnoxious. 
She didn’t know how to share; nor had 
she shown much inclination to learn. In 
crafts, for example, she started a scene 
by refusing to lend her crayons to the 
others, although they had been lending 
theirs quite freely. 

Last summer she attended Camp Good- 
sie, the Center’s day camp. At the camp, 
they had a very simple weekly rite. It was 
an initiation ceremony called the Circle 
Sing. It was a tribute by the youngsters 
themselves to one of their members. It 
consisted simply of forming a circle 
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around the camper designated and singing 
a song to him or her. Now Katie wanted 
very much to be honored. And since she 
could put two and two together, she real- 
ized she would never be chosen for this 
recognition as long as she was selfish. 
With the help of her counsellors, she 
changed completely. And at the end of 
Day Camp, seven weeks later, Katie was 
elected the Outstanding Camper of 1956! 


The understanding that helped little 
Katie to win the recognition she desired 
also helped Jimmy, the boy whose desire 
to burn down the Center served as intro- 
duction to this story. 


Jimmy was seven years old when he 
came to the Center for the first time. Al- 
though he was unusually big and well built 
for his age, it soon became clear that he 
was mentally a little slow. He could not 
sustain his interest in anything very long. 
While the other children were happily 
engaged in some activity, he would fidget 
and become bored. It was perhaps in 
resentment of this that, sooner or later, 
he would start hitting the other boys. 


He was then placed among the nine- 
year-olds. His leader stressed to him that 
he was now an older boy and must behave 
like one. The other boys were taken into 
the leader’s confidence and whenever 
Jimmy wanted to fight, they reminded him 
of his responsibility to behave. In addi- 
tion, Jimmy readily perceived that the 
other boys were as big or even bigger than 
he was. It was doubtful that he could 
“beat these kids up.” He, therefore, wisely 
decided to join them instead. Another 
thing that helped was giving him some- 
thing new to do whenever he began to 
appear bored. 


There are many stories that could be 
told to show how children are helped by 
their contacts with the Center. The stories 
are not always dramatic or striking. A 
child is shy; doesn’t know how to “mix.” 
A few weeks later, he or she talks and 
moves more freely. What has happened 
in the meantime? Someone who noticed, 
a trained group leader, became friendly 
and helped the child to make a better 
adjustment. 


In addition to the Day Camp, there is 
an out-of-town camp at El Rancho del 
Obispo. Located near Healdsburg, the 
camp offers swimming, hikes, and various 
sports and crafts to approximately 40 
campers at a time. The Center is also the 
official San Francisco headquarters for the 
Trans-Continental American Youth Hos- 
tels Groups. 


Every year the Good Samaritan Com- 
munity Center plays host to more than 
60,000 people in aggregate. Why don’t 
you drop around some evening? Perhaps 
you Will find a pot-luck dinner in full 


swing.

nucleus of the hospital building fund. The 
present site of the hospital, which was 
originally located in two private homes, 
was purchased in 1873 by four philan- 
thropists, who donated the land to the 
hospital. Frame buildings were added over 
the years, and a brick building was com- 
pleted, only to be destroyed by the 1906 
fire. 

Present buildings were erected in 1911 
by Lydia Paige-Monteagle, Ogden Mills 
and Elizabeth Mills Reid, in memory of 
Galvin Paige and Darius Ogden Mills. 
The hospital has always been considered 
an outstanding one by the members of the 
San Francisco medical profession, and its 
contributions have been many. 


The Hospital Today 


Today, St. Luke’s is a non-profit gen- 
eral hospital of 229 beds, with depart- 
ments of pediatrics, obstetrics, Roentgen- 
ology, pathology, surgery, pharmacy, die- 
tetics, physical therapy and social service. 
An out-patient clinic adds to the services 
of the hospital to the city. 

The hospital is operated under the aus- 
pices of the Episcopal Diocese of Cali- 
fornia, with a board of directors, of which 
Mr. Kenneth Monteagle is president. It 
is approved by the American Medical 
Association, Council of Medical Education 
and Hospitals for the Training of Interns 
and Residents, and approved by the Amer- 
ican Board of Surgery and Medicine for 
training at the residency level. It is fully

Need for itureased camping facilities, 
either in terms of space or extra confer- 
ence dates, was underscored by the 1957 
Summer Conference program at the 
Bishop's Ranch. All three of the Youth 
Conferences found it necessary to refuse 
registrations, and in the case of the Junior 
Conference, a large number of applicants 
had to be refused because of space limita- 
tions, according to the Department of 
Christian Education which conducts the 
conferences. Increasing interest in the 
Summer Conference programs would in- 
dicate more and larger conferences in 
future, the Department said. 

According to Department plans, most 
urgent need at the moment is for a group 
of new dormitories at the Bishop's Ranch. 
Contributions for this purpose may now 


be received by the Department, or by the 
Bishops of the Diocese. Second possibility 
would seem to be the use of the confer- 
ence center through more weeks of the 
summer, although at the present schedule 
there are only two or three weeks open, 
and these have been traditionally used by 
the camp staff as rest periods from their 
intense labors during the actual season.

I'm always very pleased whenever I am 
asked to write about my work.

As you may remember, my appointment 
to Alaska was on the basis of Director of 
Christian Education at All Saints’ Par- 
ish, Anchorage, and also as Director of 
Christian Education for the whole Mis- 
sionary District. 

As Director of Religious Education of 
All Saints’ I am doing parish work exclu- 
sively, and it is just about the same as 
work in any parish any place in the States. 
All Saints’ is a “white” congregation made 
up of permanent residents and the mili- 
tary people of Elmendorf and Fort Rich- 
ardson—the Air Force and Army bases 
which are just outside the city. The 
Church has 450 Communicants and a 
church school of 350 children. This fall 


we will be using the complete Seabury 
Series—with a family service and parents’ 
classes. I have charge of the Church 
School, the teacher training program, and 
the general Christian Education of the 
whole parish. 

The other “half” of my job is being 
Director of Christian Education for the 
District. I send out materials to our priests 
that might be of help to them, especially 
at the different Church seasons such as 
Advent, Christmas, Lent and Easter, etc. 
I also supervise the Summer Vacation 
Bible School program. This includes 
choosing the curriculum and then train- 
ing the teams before they go into the 
villages. This is the first time that I have 
ever worked in this capacity, so much of 
it is new to me this year. I had two days 
in which to train the volunteers before 
they went out into the villages, and right 
now I am in the middle of visiting each 
team while the Bible School is in actual 
session. The purpose of this is to see if 
anything has come up that I can help 
them with and if anything has to be 
changed. 

While I'm traveling around, I'm also 
visiting the priests in the villages, talk- 
ing over their Christian Education pro- 
grams, and being of whatever help I can 
be to them in this field. 

In the fall I'll be visiting Fairbanks, 
Juneau, Valdez, and Cordova to conduct 
Teachers’ Training Sessions.

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@ Discouraging news in the field of Church publications 
was announced this summer, when “Episcopal Churchnews,” 
one of the two privately published Episcopal Church maga- 
zines, announced that it would suspend publication in 
August. The magazine thus brought to a close several years 
of publication, which began when the old “Southern Church- 
man” became a national magazine. Tending to represent 
the liberal Evangelical point of view, the Churchnews had 
represented a high standard in religious journalism at the 
national level. “The Living Church,” also privately pub- 
lished, is now the only such magazine in publication. 
“Churchnews” gave financial difficulties as the reason for 
its suspension. 


@ Joint Committee to study the apportionment of quotas 
became the first committee of the 1958 General Convention 
of the Episcopal Church to make its report. Set up by the 
1955 convention, the committee has recommended that 
“for the next triennium the ‘current expenses’ of each 
Diocese or Missionary District ... for a three year period 
be continued as the primary basis for determining its ap- 
portionment .. .” The committee also noted that Dioceses 
have been far more successful in recent years in meeting 
their assigned quotas to the national church, and that in 
1956, 96.8 percent of assigned quotas were met, compared 
to only 86.5 percent in 1950. The committee felt that this 
was an indication that the present method of apportionment 
of quotas is equitable and practical. 


The Committee also considered the growing inter- 
est in proportionate giving by the Church at large, 
and hailed this as a sign of the growth of responsi- 
bility in parish and diocese. They called for further 
study through the Church of “The stirring facts of 
the Church’s mission at home and abroad, the duty 
and privilege of tithing, and other forms of propor- 
tionate giving as the primary expression of our 
stewardship.” 

“If we are true’to our calling, ultimately the day should 
come when from the level of the parish, the dioceses ,and 
the Church at large, we will have a consecrated people con- 
cerned not with formulas and quotas but with bringing the 
Good News of Christ’s Love and Peace to God's children 
everywhere,” the Committee said.

Tending to represent 
the liberal Evangelical point of view, the Churchnews had 
represented a high standard in religious journalism at the 
national level. “The Living Church,” also privately pub- 
lished, is now the only such magazine in publication. 
“Churchnews” gave financial difficulties as the reason for 
its suspension. 


@ Joint Committee to study the apportionment of quotas 
became the first committee of the 1958 General Convention 
of the Episcopal Church to make its report. Set up by the 
1955 convention, the committee has recommended that 
“for the next triennium the ‘current expenses’ of each 
Diocese or Missionary District .. . for a three year period 
be continued as the primary basis for determining its ap- 
portionment ...” The committee also noted that Dioceses 
have been far more successful in recent years in meeting 
their assigned quotas to the national church, and that in 
1956, 96.8 percent of assigned quotas were met, compared 
to only 86.5 percent in 1950. The committee felt that this 
was an indication that the present method of apportionment 
of quotas is equitable and practical. 


The Committee also considered the growing inter- 
est in proportionate giving by the Church at large, 
and hailed this as a sign of the growth of responsi- 
bility in parish and diocese. They called for further 
study through the Church of “The stirring facts of 
the Church’s mission at home and abroad, the duty 
and privilege of tithing, and other forms of propor- 
tionate giving as the primary expression of our 
stewardship.” 

“If we are true’ to our calling, ultimately the day should 
come when from the level of the parish, the dioceses ,and 
the Church at large, we will have a consecrated people con- 
cerned not with formulas and quotas but with bringing the 
Good News of Christ’s Love and Peace to God’s children 
everywhere,’ the Committee said.

@ No longer needed because of greatly increased govern- 
ment hospital facilities, the Hudson Stuck Memorial Hos- 
pital at Fort Yukon, Territory of Alaska, was closed July 1. 
Thus came to a close fifty years of devoted service to the 
people of the area, beginning in a day when no other hos- 
pital care was available, and continuing until the present. 
Physician in charge for most of the hospital’s operation was 
Dr. Grafton R. Burke, medical missionary, who opened the 
hospital in 1907 and remained there until his death in 
1938. In commenting upon the closing of the hospital, 
Bishop Jonathan Bentley, director of the church’s overseas 
missions, said, “This should in no sense be seen as a failure. 
We are merely recognizing that times have changed, and 
that a church hospital no longer finds the need in the Yukon 
of today.”

West African republic of Ghana will play host late 
this year to the Assembly of the International Mis- 
sionary Council.

Two important changes in college work 
personnel in the Diocese were announced 
during the summer, as the Rev. Robert 
Morse was assigned to become Episcopal 
Chaplain at University of California, and 
Miss Beth Young announced her resigna- 
tion as student worker at Stanford Uni- 
versity. 


The new California chaplain has been 
vicar of St. Elizabeth’s, South San Fran- 
cisco, since November of 1952. Prior to 
that time, he was assistant at St. Paul's, 
Burlingame. For a brief time he served as 
advisor to Episcopal students at Stanford 
University in a part-time capacity. His 
duties at University of California will in- 
clude the development of a Canterbury 
program and other duties under the super- 
vision of the Department of College 
Work. California has not previously had 
a college chaplain in residence, although 
in the past the work there has been done 
by women workers and by clergy resident 
at St. Mark’s, Berkeley. 


After seven years at Stanford Univer- 
sity, Miss Beth Young left during the 
summer to take a similar position at Rut- 
gers University, New Brunswick, N. J. 
Miss Young, who came into church work 
from the advertising field, is a graduate 
of St. Margaret's House. She has been 
well known throughout the Diocese, and 
a popular speaker to Women’s Auxiliary 
and other groups. College Work Depart- 
ment is seeking a chaplain for Stanford, 
but at press time one had not yet been 
secured

Alum Rock Mission 
Has New Vicar 


Work begun in the spring at Alum 
Rock, San Jose suburb, is moving rapidly 
ahead with the appointment by the Bishop 
of the Rev. Stuart N. Anderson to be 
the new mission's first vicar. The new 
vicar has been assistant at Trinity Church, 
San Jose, since his ordination in 1954, and 
has been in charge of the work at Alum 
Rock since its inception last year. This is 
the second such suburban mission which 
has been sponsored by Trinity, San Jose, 
the first being St. Francis’, Willow Glen, 
which is now a parish in its own right. 

Having acquired land some time ago, 
the new mission is now contemplating the 
first stage of its building program. Pres- 
ently the congregation is meeting early 
Sunday morning in the Methodist Church, 
and using a small building on the land for 
Church School. It is hoped that the com- 
ing of a full-time vicar will speed the 
program considerably. 


Bishop Block to Address 
House of Bishops Meet 


Bishop Block will play a leading role 
in the annual meeting of the House of 
Bishops, scheduled for Sept. 14-18 at the 
University of the South, in Sewanee, Tenn. 
He will lead the Sunday quiet day for all 
of the Bishops, who will also hear the 
Rev. W. A. Visser 't Hooft, D.D., gen- 
eral secretary of the World Council of 
Churches. Important items on the agenda 
of the meeting are the elections of a 
Bishop of the Philippines, a Bishop of 
Central America, and a Bishop of Mexico,

give every promise of achieving parochial 
status in a very few years. Convocation 
can also develop increasingly the spirit of 
cameraderie, fellowship and mutuality 
which will bring the resources of the 
stronger parishes, notably, to the aid of 
the newly established missions so that their 
trained leadership and material assistance 
can be made available for the stabilization 
of new missionary enterprises. Such a 
procedure has already been initiated on 
the Monterey Peninsula through the lead- 
ership of All Saints’ Parish, Carmel; in 
San Jose by the action of Trinity Church 
in the city by the same name, and in San 
Francisco, St. Mary's has evidenced this 
type of interest in the new mission at the 
McNear Ranch outside of San Rafael. 
This is a long preamble to a brief re- 
port on the establishment of the new 
Convocation of Marin. I feel confident 
that with the fine leadership available in 
this baby convocation and with the grow- 
ing strength of the work of the Church 
north of the Golden Gate, we shall be able 
to accept the opportunities clearly appar- 
ent to any who motor north on Highway 
101. We were fortunate to hold our first 
session of the new Convocation in St. 
John’s, Ross, and to have in this new area 
a group of young clergy uniformly dedi- 
cated to the priority of missionary ad- 
vance. The Rev. Henry Getz and his 
people have been notably generous in 
their attittude toward the establishment of 
the new missions in the county, and a 
similar note of appreciation is due the 
Rev. Richard Shackell for his concern and 
leadership in Marinwood so recently or- 
ganized as a Diocesan Mission. 


San Ardo Church 


I was happy to learn from the meet- 
ings of Convocation at San Ardo that we 
are soon to have a church and parish house 
in that town. Miss Frances Dudley has 
generously promised a gift of $25,000 to 
pay for the erection of a lovely small but 
adequate chapel there, with the under- 
standing that the local congregation will 
erect a parish house on the lovely lots 
donated to the church by Mr. Walter 
Rosenberg. Also we learned of the new 
construction at Jolon and of plans of other 
missions to add necessary equipment to 
their present structures. 

At the end of May I solemnized the 
wedding of Mr. Warren Debenham and 
Miss Sally Kuechler, assisted by the rector 
of St. Mark’s, Palo Alto, Canon West. It 
was a service of great dignity in the lovely 
new shrine that is a crowning achievement 
to the development of this parish which 
began its religious life a comparatively 
few years ago. The next week Bishop 
Shires and I conducted a retreat for our 
seminarians, especially for those who were 


shortly to be ordained to the Diaconate. 
Such meetings give the Bishops opportu- 
nity to discuss with prospective ordinands 
what is expected of them in service in the 
Diocese and as members of our cierical 
family. 

Lincoln Memorial Service 

On Memorial Day we held the long 
anticipated memorial service for Mrs. 
James Otis Lincoln, of treasured memory. 
It was followed by a meeting of the alumni 
of St. Dorothy's Rest, at which time a gift 
of $5,000 was added to the Endowment 
Fund, and the work of the Sisters over the 
past year vividly reviewed. The service 
was held in Grace Cathedral and the meet- 
ing and reception following in the under- 
croft. After excelient service, the Rev. O. 
Herbert Aanestad was succeeded as presi- 
dent by the rector of St. Paul’s Church, 
Oakland—the Rev. Robert C. Clingman. 
Since St. Dorothy's is no longer a bene- 
ficiary ot the Community Chest, we have 
a differential of $3,000 to assume annually. 
It will be most helpful if those who are 
so inclined remember St. Dorothy's and 
the Sisters in their benefactions. 

I was happy to go east to solemnize the 
marriage of my brother's son, Roger Woll- 
cott Block, to Miss Miriam Fuiton, who, 
by happy coincidence, was born in the Bay 
Area and whose people have had a dis- 
tinguished place in the life of northern 
California. Because of the father’s illness, 
the wedding was attended by the two 
families only. My trip to Washington 
was rather circuitous as I journey to Abbe- 
ville, Louisiana, to visit my dear friends, 
the Godchaux’, at their lovely and hos- 
pitable home there, soon to suffer some 
of the ravages of the hurricane “Audrey.” 
While in Washington I baptized Sarah 
Beth, the sweet little daughter of the Rev. 
and Mrs. Ted Eastman, whom we have 
loaned to the Overseas Mission Society. 
The service took place in the parish in 
Arlington, of which they are at present 
members. 

Graduation Exercises 


I can only mention in closing the grad- 
uations at St. Margaret’s House and the 
Divinity School, both unusually impres- 
sive by virtue of the large number who 
graduated and the evidence of growth in 
stature and in the quality of service ren- 
dered by both institutions. On June 14 
I participated in the consecration for the 
Rt. Rev. Clarence R. Haden, Jr., the new 
Bishop Coadjutor of Sacramento. We were 
fortunate indeed to have as the officiant 
our Presiding Bishop, who spoke with his 
customary winsomeness at the luncheon 
following. The service was held in Trinity 
Cathedral. We are delighted to welcome 
into our Provincial family our baby 
Bishop, Dr. Haden. He is not a stranger 
to the Eighth Province which he visited 
rather frequently in the interest of lay- 
men’s work while serving as one of the 


officers of the National Council before he 
became Dean of the Cathedral in Kansas 
City. 

We proudly receive into our own Dio- 
cesan fellowship the following whom I 
ordained to the Diaconate in Grace Cathe- 
dral on June 30—the Rev. James Shaw, 
the Rev. Edwin Sunderland, and the Rev. 
Robert Tsu. In the group was also the 
Rev. Michael Tsuda, whom I ordained for 
Bishop Yashiro of Japan. Before going to 
press I expect to complete spring ordina- 
tions with the service tor the Rev. Henry 
Parsons King, Jr., at St. Paul's Church 
in San Rafael. 


Adult Conferences 


This report is being dictated at the 
Adult Conference at the Bishop’s Ranch, 
one of the most successful in our history, 
and, according to the testimony of those 
who are attending, one of the most inter- 
esting. A boost has been given to the 
possible construction of our first dormi- 
tory by the purchase of a number of “Baby 
Bonds” and the promise of Churchmen 
present to encourage others to join in 
securing enough money to justify the 
making of plans and possibly the break- 
ing of ground so that a building may be 
under roof before the coming of the win- 
ter rains. We shall hope to have twenty- 
four in this new unit and they will have 
the privacy which is understandably dear 
to those who are older, and needed by all, 
as one cannot well have private devotions 
in the vigorous familiarity of a crowd of 
people. I shall certainly be grateful to 
hear from any who would like to buy a 
bond to assure this construction. It means 
only $5.00 a month for two years, or a 
total gift of $120.00. I expect that the 
building will not cost $20,000. 


Next time my main subject of conver- 
sation will be the meeting of the House 
of Bishops in Sewanee.

Foote presented a large and well trained 
class to be confirmed. The whole penin- 
sula area is growing apace and St. Paul’s 
is in the heart of one of the most attractive 
areas. 1 was made happy by the evident 
interest of the people at St. Martin’s, Daly 
City (Westlake) in the church now started 
there, and as yet meeting in a rented hall. 
The Rev. Allen Downey is much loved 
and is giving excellent leadership. The 
plans for the new church building are 
progressing nicely. 

On May 19 it was a happy privilege to 
be at St. Clement’s, Berkeley, again for 
confirmation, and to spend the morning 
and early afternoon with the rector and 
his family, who are, I gathered, already 
much beloved. In the afternoon I con- 
firmed the second large class of con- 
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firmands for the year at St. Paul's, Walnut 
Creek. The growth both of the community 
and the church has been almost fantastic. 
Nearly $150,000 has recently been sub- 
scribed for the new parish hall and edu- 
cational plant. 


The Convocations, meeting during the 
week of May 20, were well attended. The 
highlight of the week was the large as- 
semblage meeting to initiate the new 
Convocation of Marin at St. John’s, Ross. 
The Bishop will appoint the new officers 
shortly. The Convocations now number 
six and the semiannual meetings serve 
admirably to build up the diocesan life and 
consciousness. Delegates will be elected in 
the future at the annual parish meetings. 


On the last Sunday in May I found 
myself with the Rev. Henry Praed at 
All Saints’, San Leandro. After the con- 
firmation I met many old friends at the 
reception and gathered from their enthu- 
siasm that the church in this area is mak- 
ing excellent progress. The rector is mis- 
sionary-minded and has been of great help 
in furthering the new work at San Lorenzo. 
In the afternoon I confirmed a second class 
for the Rev. Alexander Anderson at Cal- 
vary, Santa Cruz. The new rector was a 
happy choice to succeed the Rev. Norman 
Snow, who has won the love of so many 
people in Santa Cruz in his long and 
faithful ministry. 

Our seminarians’ annual gathering at 
the Bishop’s Ranch was a combination de- 
votional and conference period and en- 
joyed thoroughly by the twenty-odd postu- 
lants and candidates and bishops. We 
have a most promising group of men now 
studying for the ministry at three differ- 
ent seminaries, and ten, at least, will be 
available for orders next June. 

The Rev. Henry Getz is giving dynamic 
leadership at San Rafael and has refused 
offers to go elsewhere. As a result, the 
rector and vestry are considering plans for 
the enlargement of parish facilities. After 
the confirmation service we lunched with 
Mr. and Mrs. Getz in the new rectory. At 
4 o'clock that day the Rev. Corwin Cala- 
van at St. John’s, Montclair, presented 
another fine class to be confirmed. Addi- 
tional adjacent property has been acquired 
which will provide space for the new rec- 
tory and additional parking space. Mr. 
and Mrs. Calavan are an excellent team in 
furthering the work of the church in 
Montclair. 

Not all our people may know that there 
is a large, beautiful, Ionic Prayer Book 
Cross in Golden Gate Park in San Fran- 
cisco, commemorating the first use of the 
Prayer Book in California, and possibly in 
America. I was present at the annual pil- 
grimage and service here on June 8 in 
the morning, with the address being given 
by Supervisor Henry Rolph. This annual 
service can well be more largely attended 
and dramatized for the church’s good. 


The new church building at St. An- 
drew’s, San Bruno, is truly most impressive 
and too much praise cannot be given the 
loyal group who have labored long and 
faithfuily under the Rev. Frederick C. 
Hammond to make it possible. They also 
have ample acreage for future develop- 
ment. The confirmation service on June 
9 was the first such service in the new 
church. In the afternoon I was with the 
Rev. Richard Shackell for a second large 
confirmation class since January. A mid- 
week service at St. Elizabeth’s, South San 
Francisco, and dinner with the Rev. and 
Mrs. Norman Barbour was a happy occa- 
sion. There was a large confirmation class 
and a crowded church. Another mid-week 
confirmation service was held for the Rev. 
Jean Clark and the Church of the Trans- 
figuration, South San Mateo. Mr. and Mrs. 
Clark are a fine acquisition to the Diocese 
and are already demonstrating effective 
leadership. | 

On Sunday, June 16, it was good to be 
with the Rev. Edward Hailwood, the new 
rector of St. Paul’s, Salinas, who has come 
to us from the rectorship of one of the 
larger parishes in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles. He is an admirable successor to 
the talented Rev. Richard Coombs, now 
Dean of the Cathedral in Spokane. In the 
afternoon I held a supplementary confir- 
mation service for the Rev. Angus Dun 


of Carmel. Our prayers are offered for the 
complete restoration to health of Mrs. 
Dun. 

The Rev. Tod Ewald presented a fine 
and obviously well-trained confirmation 
class on June 19. The lovely service 
was followed by a reception afterwards in 
the parish house. Some plans are being 
laid for additional facilities for this con- 
tinuously expanding parish under the rec- 
tor’s able guidance. 

I found myself at St. Mark's, King City, 
on Sunday, June 23. The Rev. Millard 
Streeter, the new rector, is most happy in 
his work and the people are oe 
well. Problems of long standing are grad- 
ually being solved. In the afternoon I ad- 
dressed a group of nearly 200 at the newly 
organized mission of St. Andrew, Saratoga. 
Another mid-week confirmation service at 
Holy Innocents’, San Francisco, with din- 
ner beforehand with the Graydons, enabled 
me to meet many old friends and confirm 
a class as part of their anniversary pro- 
gram. 

On the last Sunday in June at St. An- 
drew’s, Ben Lomond, I had the privilege 
not only of confirming the class presented 
by the Rev. Bertram Bleil, but also of 
confirming my granddaughter, Stephanie 
Shires, presented by her father. As can be 
imagined, this was a service long to be 
remembered.
